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“Federal Art in New England” is the 
title of the exhibition now on view through 
) une 23rd at the Addison gallery of Amer- 
jcan Art, Phillips academy. It represents a 
ynopsis of the work executed in New 
ngland under the various government 
rt projects, during the past four years, 
nd includes murals, oil paintings, water 
@olors, drawings and a selection from the 
pecial project—** The Index of American 
Design.” 

This is the first time that an attempt 
as been made to evaluate the work done 
nder these government projects in New 
ngland, and it may come as a surprise to 
mBome that the quality of the exhibition as 
whole equals and even surpasses in some 
pspects many more-heralded exhibitions 
f contemporary American art. 

In the mural group, some full-sized pan- 
s as well as sketches are exhibited. The 
isitor is impressed at once with the 
raftsmanship of these murals. Widely 
aried in technique and intent, charac- 
ristic of them all is a seriousness of pur- 
se and firmness of handling. Ross 
loffett of Massachusetts has painted a 
ural of fisherfolk at their work, for the 
own Hall, Provincetown, Massachu- 
pitts.

Gilbert deserve particular mention, and 
the water colors of Karl Zerbe, Charles 
Kaeselau and Helen Dickson are out- 
standing. Jack Levine’s satire—‘*The 
Feast of Pure Reason”’ is arresting, and 
the strength of his execution indicates 
that he is an artist of growing importance. 

At its close at the Addison Gallery, the 
exhibition will circulate to other museums 
in New England, including the Springfield 
Museum of Fine Arts, the Worcester Art

lo the Editor of the Andover Townsman: 

The picture of the old Christ Episcopal 

‘Church which appeared recently in the 
columns of your valued paper recalls vivid- 
ly to my mind the night and the several 
incidents connected with the burning and 
gutting by fire of that structure one night 
many long years ago. 

It was a bitterly cold night, the thermo- 
meter well below the zero mark. Fortun- 
ately there was no wind, else there might 
have been a much different story to tell 
after it was all over for two buildings in- 
stead of one might have succumbed to 
the flames. 

The fire, caused by an overheated fur- 
nace, started on its rampage of destruc- 
tion and ruin about an hour before the 
regular Sunday evening service at the 
church was to take place, when the bishop 
of the Diocese was to hold a Confirmation 
Service. This latter fact remains indelibly 
j fixed in my mind because of a somewhat 

facetious remark in the nature of a query 

made by my brother, Perley Fred, when 
on the way home after the fire he turned 
to me and asked, ‘Did the fire make the 

Bish-hop?”’ 

The heat from the fire was quite intense. 
Standing on the steps of the old Primary 
School House (Miss Sara Jones’s and 
Miss Abby Maria Richardson's) on the 
corner of Central and School streets, even 
at that distance away from the fire, as I 
watched, I could feel quite plainly the 
1eat from that blazing structure when the 
flames had reached their height. Even so, 
and notwithstanding, so cold was it that 
night that the water directed at the flames 
by the firemen fairly froze on the nozzles 
of the hose-pipes, and the helmets and 
uniforms of the fire-laddies were coated 
and caked with ice as they worked. 

Finding that they could not possibly 
save the church itself, which seemingly 
in a very short space of time became a 
roaring furnace, the fire-men directed and 
bent their best efforts toward protecting 
and saving its two adjoining buildings, 
the Rectory and an old white building 
which stood on the corner. The Rectory, 
thanks to the untiring efforts of the‘ Smoke 
Eaters’ that eventful night, is still stand- 
ing where it has always stood since first it 
was built. The old house which was also 
saved that same night, later, by means of 
a winch, some ropes and a horse who pa- 
fa went round and round but never 


arrived anywhere, found its way to its 
present site, on School Street, just below 
Piddington’s Green-house. 

Streams of water were being constantly 
played on the side of the Rectory facing 
the fire. The former in time became, as the 
water froze, a solid mass of ice, which 
acted as a sort of curtain, like an absestos 
one, which served to repel any and all 
sparks or fire-brands that might by chance 
drop upon it. The old house on the other 
side of the church also received attention. 

But thanks to the heroic efforts of our 
ire-laddies, they called for no outside aid. 
Although severely handicapped by the 
freezing weather, they did finally succeed 
|in saving without any material damage

those two structures that stood squarely 
that night of long ago in the immediate 
path of destruction and ruin at the hand 
of one of man’s worst enemies when out 
of control. 

I recall how with what eagerness and 
breathless anticipation we all watched 
and waited for the moment when the bell 
in the belfry should fall. But the much 
looked-for and patiently awaited flight 
downward into the blazing inferno below 
waiting with greedy jaws to receive it, of 
this useful and most necessary vessel that 
with its sweet and dulcet tones had so oft 
in times past called the faithful to worship, 
however, as an thrilling event did not 
quite measure up to our anticipations. It 
just fell down, that’s all. The bell, as we 
had all hoped it would, did not sound its 
death-knell but a most brilliant and yor- 
geous galaxy of glowing, gleaming sparks 
and embers, rising many feet into the cold, 
blue ether above, did follow its descent 
into Averno, bearing its sweet and lovely 
soul aloft. 

What became of the old bell, you ask? 
After the fire it was melted down and 
from the molten mass tiny little bells, 
exact replicas of the original one were 
cast, which later were put on sale at a 
Fair held by the Episcopalians in the old 
Town Hall for the purpose of raising funds 
for the erection of a new church home. 


This was one of the five big conflagra- 
tions that once raged by night in the 
Town of old Andover, so dear to us all, 
which were graced by my presence when 
I was a small but a big tub of a boy. The 
very first fire I remember was the 
one that destroyed Carter's Block, when 
A. N. Holt’s meat-market, Henry Me- 
Lawlin’s hardware store and John J. 
Brown’s drug store went up in smoke.We 
almost lost that night the only candy 
store in town, Jonathan Swift's, but for- 
tunately for the ‘kiddos’ it was provid- 
entially spared. 

Then there was Mansion House on the 
Hill, C. L. Carter’s shebang. To my re- 
gret I was not present at its burning.’Its 
the only fire of any consequence that I 
ever missed. I simply was not notified, 
and was I mad when too late I found it 
out. Then there was the fire that destroyed 
the Stowe school and finally and by no 
means the least was the one that destroy- 
ed the Catholic church. This was by far 
the most gorgeous and most spectacular 
one of them all. I believe and if my me- 
mory serves me rightly it stands as the 
Town’s only second alarm fire, in that 
help was summoned from Lawrence, so 
dangerous and threatening was the fire 
to houses grouped around it. 


I trust that you and the oldsters like 


| myself will find this communication both 


entertaining and instructive and will 
serve by its mission to recall and bring to 
mind once again many happy recollections 
of things that once were and to quote 
Aeneas of old; ‘quorum pars magna fui’.
